T* the Year 1666, feeling the Babe of Grace (the Word in the Heart ) 
to wax ſirong in. the Love of God ſhed a broad in my Heart,I ſent to the 
Poor of your People Thirty pounds 3 which after ſome of your Leaders had 
received, (to wit, John Bolton, Gerard Roberts, and Amos Stoddard) and 
given under their hands accordingly, *twas denied to be received z and 
about a Year after returned to me again, with many evil opprobrious 
Names which makes mefay, That I went to my Own,but my Own would not 
receive me, but ſold me into Egypt (by their many falſe Reports) And poor 
Feſeph found no greater Enemies than his Brethren were. Nevertheleſs 
the Lord my God did not torſake me, but found me out in the Innocency 
wherewith he had cloathed me, and appearcd to me inall my ſtraits, and 
was my Strength, my Joy, and Crown of Glory 3 and at length brought me 
forth of Priſon toftand before Princes,afliſting and carrying me with much: 
Courage, and through great Oppoſition, to bear and finiſh my Teſtimony 
to Chriſt in the Saints. And being caſt out from my Brethren, the Lord 
my God took me up, and became my Teacher. under whoſe Teachings I 
fele more of the Love of God, and increaſed more in knowledy of the 
Thingsof God, than when I ſat under the Teachings of Men 3 by whoſe 
Teachings I grew in Wiſdom and in Stature, uato the meaſure of a perfe& 
Man in Chriſt Jeſus 3 then I came to know, that out of Egypt God called: 
his Son, to whom he hath given, not only the Heathen, but the whole 
World for his Poſſeſſion and Inheritance. In which Spirit of the Son, | call 
to mind the ſweet Union and Communion I had with the Quakers, when: 
they preached Chriſt the Light in every one that cometh into the World, 
the way to God the Father of Lights 3 which Light ſprang up (o ſtrongly. 
in my Heart, that (with St. Paxl) it ſiruck- me down to the. Ground, 
where I felt the Root of the Matter in my ſelf, fo that I needed no Man to - 
teach me; but as the UuQtion, that ſmall grain of Multard-Seed grew to a: 
"great Tree, on whoſe Body did hang all my Sins, my Weakaneſles and In» 
tumities >, which Sced. of.the. Kiogdom begot in me anew Heart, and:

Placed within me a right Spirit, the Spit of Wiſdom and Underſtanding, 
H1Fd with the Love of God. Allelujab. 

In the day when the People called Quakers were ſmall in their own 
Eyes, I dearly loyed:them 3 who did not only preach Chriſt the Truth and 
Light in every one, but with much boldneſs and courage, and through 
great Perſecutions, defended the fame, living in much Love and Amity 
one with another, (which to me was a moſt lovely ſight to ſee) 3 till there 
came to be a-difference between F. N. and George Fox 3 then G, F. by rea- 
fon of his.Enmity and Self-exaltation,” envicd and perſecuted F. N, and 
begat a moſt bitter wrathtul Spirit in all his Friends againſt F. N. and all 
that-ltobd'by him in his ſufferings. - Thus G. F. was the Father that begat 
all choſe Diviſions, Rendings, and Tearings that were then amongſt the: 
®xakerr, (and fince to this very day )z which with great violence laſted 
till F. N. took all the blame on himſelf, and made himſelf of no reputati- 
-on, who was circumciſed in Heart and Soulz in which Circumciſion he 
lived and died, a true Tfraehite indeed. 

But G. F. and his Party-continued ating in another manner of Spirit 3 
| for I have ſeen thoſe pull, hale, and carry out of their Synagogue at the Bull 
and Mouth, one Richard Freeman; and the chief in this work was Fohn 
Bolton, with divers others. At this time I perfeQly faw, that God haddi- 
vided in Facob, and ſcattered in Iſrael 3 and that a ſeparation was making 
betwixt the Precious and the Vile amongſt the Quakers. 

And was it not the {ſame bitter perſecuting Spirit in G. F, that writ a- 
gainſt F. Perrot's Book, called Unity and Amity ? for did not G. F. ſay, This 
Book was writ with Cain's Spirit ? crying againſt his Sottifhneſs and Igno- 
rancez affirming, Thata Cloud had compaſſed him, that, he went in the 
way of the falſe Prophets, that his Spirit would give up the Children of 
God to Perſecution. Further alleadging, that F. P. isone of Ham's Stock, 
and that his groſs Lies proceeded from a deviliſh helliſh Spirit, and that 
none that are in the leaſt Trath, will believe him , and that he is a Liar and 
Deceiver. And the great Offence G. F. takes at this Book, is, that F. P. 
owns the Spirit of God's Grace and Light to be in Presbyterians, Indepen- 
dents, Anabaptiſts, Seckers, and others; alſo that he hath Unity and Amity 
with all that walk therein; the which G. F. denying,and calling it a Lye,&c. 
plainly ſhews, he is an Enemy to all that will not bow down to him, and 
call him Maſter, or Father of their Spirits; and that he is turned from the 
Faith once delivezed tothe Saints3 and that he is removed to another Gof- 
pel than what at firſt himſelf had preached 3 and alſo writ againſt F. P. 
that he was like a Dog, ſnarling and biting ſuch as are in the Lite of 
Truth, and fo like a Dog thinks he will die This and much more” hath 
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G. F, writ againſt F P. purſuing and hunting him (as Sex did David) 
like a Partridg on the Mountains, from Country to Contry, from Region 
to Region, and from City to City, whitherſoever he went, theſe venemous, 
Arrows were ſhot againit him. 
* At. this time I perfetly ſaw a Star fall from Heaven, called Wormwood, 
or the Dragon's Tail, with which he drew to the Ground a third part of the 
Stars of Heaven 3 then I ſaw a War in Heaven, ( a Religious Waz) the 
Dragon againſt the Lamb; Michael and his Angels fought againſt the Dra- 
gon and his Angels. Which bitter Spirit of the Dregon, did write or:in- 
dite Fobn Bolton's Book, printed 1670, intituled, Judas and big Treachery, 
&<, In which Book, he faith, The.thirty ponds Robert Rich! ſentita the Phoy 
among t the Quakers, was the price of Blood, and Judas bis Treachatyz That 
Robert Rich is @ Vagabond on the Earth, one that hath not au Habitatzon in the 
Living God; That he is a Contender againſt God's Bleſſed and Holy Way the Way 
of Life, with whom Robert Bacon is joined That they were Iiiolaters,” and 
judge them to be the Whoriſh Spirit, and that the Myſtery of Iniquity, in R. R. 
and R. B, was brought forth to open view. And all along his Book is full of 
the like Expreflions, not only againſt R. R. and R.. B. but the ſame Rail- 
ing Accuſations are alſo againtt Lonocent F. N. and F. P. and for tio Evil 
ſaid er done againſt any one of them, as in their own Conſciences they well 
know. Toall which Railing Accuſations, R. R. faith, The Lord rebuke thee. 
About the ſame time another Book was writ againl(t R. R. and R. B. by 
Ger. Roberts, Geo, Whitchead, and E. H. intituled, Impudency and Ranteriſm 
rebuked; in which they call the Spirit of R. R. which ſent Thirty pounds to 
their Poor, A drunken ranting Spirit, a fained Love; and the Gift they. call 
Cain's Sacrifice, Balack's Reward, and Balaam's Wages, Judas Oblation, 
and a Swperſtitious Idolatrows Gift. Alſo that R. R. is @ wandring Star, a ra- 
ging Wave of the Sea, that be is a Sow wallowing in the Mire, a Dog caſting uþ 
is Vomit. that he is that Fool, which ſ\tth in his Heart, there is no God; and 
bray a Fool in g Mortar, and be will never be the wiſer; and that this folly hath 
bin with him ever fince the days of J. N. All this, and much more, for nought 
elſe than for R. R. his Gitt to the Poor of their People. Which Language 
let G. F. and his Friends well conſider whether it proceeded from the Spi- 
it of the Lamb,that loves Enemies,orfrom the Dragon,that caſts his Floods 
after the Man-Child to devour Him, who is the on!y begotten of God in 
the Saintsz He muſt rule and reign,though G+ F. and his Men of War ne- 
ver ſo much rave and rage: I ſay, that the only begotten of God, by the 
overſhadowing of the Holy Ghoſt in the Saints, the Virgin Daughter of 5i- 
on, whoſe Name is Immanuel, mult ſurcly rule and reign, Even ſo, Amen, 
Allelyab.

I have alſo read a Teſtimony from the Brethren , met at 'Landon:the third 
Month 1666, ſubſcribed by eleven of your Miniſtery..

Alſo froma Meeting, at Ellis Hookg,the 12th of the 4th Month 1677,againft 
Fobn Wilkinſon and Jobn Story, ſubſcribed by 66, moſk af the Miniſtery,. All 
which in general contain, very bitter Cenſures, and high Candemnacions 
againſt many of your own People, who have divided fromthe: Body of 
Friends, (ſocalled by your ſelves) wherein yau teſtify, Thet theſe ingaged in 
the Spirit of Separation, ought not to bave aity Ryle or Pomigion in the Church 
of God, whereof the Holy Spirit that was poured forth wpou you, (as you ſay) 
bath made you Overſeers.
